SHELBY CULLOM MEETS DEFEAT 


The Senator aud the Cook Comity 


Machine Unable to Capture 


the Convention. 


Si'BiSGMBLD, 111., April 30.—William 


McKinley Jr. of Ohio ia the choice of 
the Republicans of Illinois for Presi- 
dent. He was BO declared at the Repub- 
lican state convention-here today. He 
was not only declared the choice, but 
the overwhelming choice of the people 
of the state who believe in the princi- 
ples of the Republican party. Every 
effort and scheme known to veteran 
politicians waa brought to bear upon 
the delegates to induce them to name 
another man, but all the schemes 
failed. 


That the people of this state were 


S 


leaned with the choice was made evi- 
ent by tbe applause of the 12,000 spec- 
tators and visitors, wbo gathered from 
aU parts of the state to attend the con- 
vention. 
Nearly every man, woman 


and child in the vast throng arose at tbe 
mention of the name of the Buckeye 
statesman, and for nearly five minutes 
shouted and veiled and cheered. Hats 
were thrown in the air, and for a time 
it looked like the vast crowd had gone 
mad. The contest was between the Re- 
publicans who believed Shelby M. Oul- 
lom should be honored as tha standard 
bearer in the presidential contest by the 
people oi this afete, on the one hand, 
and the Republicans who favored Mc- 
Kinley on-the other. 


Arrayed on the side of Senator Oullom 


was that organization known as the 
Cook county machine, and a large num- 
ber of leading politicians and statesmen 
of Illinois. They had to aid them one of 
the most perfect political organizations 
that has ever been formed in this state, 
but all their plans went wrong today, 
and while Senator Cullom and his back- 
ers met defeat, they met it gracefully. 
At the conclusion oi the convention, 
there was not the slightest ill feeling on 
their part toward the victors, and they 
announced then-determination to lend 
their sincerest and heartiest co-opera- 
tion for tbe election of Major McKinley. 


The battle today was short, lasting 


scarcely an hour, but in that time the 
struggle was one of the hardest ever 
made in a state convention. 


The candidates for state offices were 


all nominated witn the exception of the 
trustees of the state university, before 
the resolutions instructing the delegates 
at large to tbe national convention were 
brought up. 
• ' 
Up to this time there had been no 


-enthusiastic demonstrations of any^sort. 
But at once the chairman announced 
that the hour for tbe battle had come, 
everyone in the great building became 
alert and waited with hated breath for 
-the first gun of the battle. The first 
ahot was fired by OuUom'a men in tbe 
shape of a resolution instructing the 
national delegates at large. to support 
him at the St. Louis convention. Aa 
Boon as Senator Oullom's name was 
mentioned there was wild and enthus- 
iastic cheers from his friends. ^There 
had been nothing up to this time m the 
way oi demonstration that approached 
it. it gave his followers courage. The 
monster dome vibrated witn the volume 
• of sound. But when the amendment 
substituting the name of Major Mc- 
Kinley for that of Cullom was offered, 
the outburst of applause was tremen- 


; The chairman waited patiently sev- 
eral minutes to allow the audience and 
delegates to cool off, and then be at- 
tempted to restore order, but he might 
go well have attempted to stop a Kan- 
sas cyclone. He rapped the speaker's 
-desk vigorously with bis gavel, but it 
onlv seemed to increase the tempestu- 
ous outburst. Seeinc it was impossible, 
he allowed the storm to spend itself. 
From this time Senator Cullom'B friends 
gave np hope. They saw nothing conli 
atop tbe determination of the delegates 
to name Major McKinley as their choice 
for President, in all the speeches that 
were made in behalf of McKinley there 
was not a word said that in the slight- 
est degree reflected on the ability of 
Senator Callom as a statesman and a 
leader. Even? one of the speakers re- 
ferred to Senator Callom in the highest 
-terms and praised him for tho faithful 
services be has rendered the state. But 
they held that tbe Ohio man was the 
logical choice, that tho people wanted 
him, and that to refuse to name him 
would be to refuse to obey the wishes 
-of the people. ^

Saturday's horrors were repeated three- 
fold in the destruction by a second fire 
this afternoon. 
To an 
increased 


amount of property destroyed on rfatur- 
day the fire of today adde the loss of 
life and leaves from 3000 to 4000 people 
homeless in a city of desolation with no 
homes to offer and no food to supply the 
daily wants. Now, indeed, is Cripple 
Greek in ashes. 


The biisinees portion of the city left 


standing tonight is less than would 
cover a city block. The residence BBC- 
tion is confined to what were formerly 
the suburbs on tbe placers of tbe east 
and west Old Town to the northeast and 
a portion of Oapitol hill on the gonth. 
When .an alarm of tire sounded from 
the Portland hotel at 1.30 thia afternoon 
it was quickly responded to, notwith- 
standing the firemen, one and all, were 
thoroughly exhausted by tbe works of 
Saturday, and the tension under which 
they had lived since. Smoke was roll- 
ing from under tbe cornice on tbe 
Myers avenue and Second street sid^s 
of the building, and the alley to the 
south was "full of flames. Almost in- 
stantaneously the buildine waa blazing 
from a dozen places'in front. Streams 
of water were turned on quickly, aud 
tbe firemen fought feebly for a few 
moments in au attempt to put out the 
fire. 
Tbe sight was one to make the crowd 


that gathered turn sick at heart. With 
such headway aa the fire had gained it 
looked impossible to save the town. 
The wind was blowing almost due north 
and in Ua track lay the heart of tho 
business section. 
All water 
turned 


upon tho flames bad no perceptible 
effect. 
The firemen were unable to 


make the least impression upon the 
building which iu a very few minutes 
waa a masa of flames. To the north 
across Myers avenue was tbe big furni- 
ture establishment of the Booth Com- 
pany, to tbe east tbe four story brick 
Masonic hall block. The disaster of 
Saturday was fresh in the minds of all 
and the first inclination was to remove 
everything possible beyond the reach of 
the rapidly increasing flames. Wagons 
darted through mobs of yelling men and 
hysterical women. Bennet avenue be- 
came again a mob of crazed men who 
saw the earnings of a lifetime in peril. 
It was evident that the burnt district 
was the one division of the city where 
tue fire fiend could be mocked with 
safety andtothatrendfzvonstbe wagons 
were sent as fast as they ceuld be loaded 
and driven off. 
'In fifteen minutea from the time the 


alarm sounded flames were showing 
from the cornice oE the Booth establish- 
ment. The fire had spread to the west 


i»a u.».u -.—~ flooded the streets, 
though its effect upon tbe fire waa small. 
Dynamite was the moat powerful allay 
of the* fireman, but even it failed to 
check the spread of the fire at any es- 
sential point. 
The reservoir was in open ground. 


Many (locked to it from tlie resident 
portion to the north of the city and the 
scene about it was one that beggars de- 
scription. Below ttie fire waa burning 
over fully eevepteen blocks of buildings 
and its swift approach, street by street 
and house by house, could be watched. 


Smoke rolled high into the heavens, 


like a cloud of doom, from a friuge of 
flames that leaped above their prey. 
Here and there waa tbe broad open hill- 
eide coming down in gentle slope from 
mineral and carbonate billa, m little 
groups, families settled with the loads 
they had carried from tbe burning homea 
below. A thousand of these distinct 
little pifea dotted the open ground m 
plain view. A trunk, a mattress, some 
family pictures, whatever was dearest 
that could be saved, had been carried 
by the members of the family to the 
open where the flames would not be ex- 
pected to come, and by them atood 
guard the homeless wife and children, 
while the stronger heads of the families 
were down somewhere in that caldron 
of fire trying to add to the pile. Now 
and then some mattress that had been 
dropped too near to tUe coming flames 
caught from the heat or a brand carried 
by the wind, and tbe little saving gf 
household treasures waa wiped out. 


Wagons were everywhere. The price 


for the service of a wagon ranged from 
nothing to $100 cash a load, according 
to the exigency of the moment or tbe 
hardbeartedneBs of the owner. 


The insurance will be fully three 


times aa great as Saturday's losses. One 
agent estimates it at five times aa much, 
and aays every agency in town waa load- 
ed up with risks. 
The Florence and Cripple Creek rail- 


road had fiat cura at the disposal of 
merchants, and were kept busy hauling 
goods beyond the reach of tha fire and 
to safe shelter. Cars filled at Cripple 
Creek were hauled to sidetracks at other 


Accordingly all the tents and cooking 


utensils ai tbe state armory were pro- 
ear&J and sent to Cripple Creek on to- 
night's train. W. A. Hoover and Secre- 
tary Jackson of the Chamber oi Com- 
merce were dispatched to the camp as a 
committee to ascertain tbe needs of the 
people in thia emergency.

distress existing there.

If it should be deter- 
mined that the prisoners are guiltless, 
they could, under that decision, secure 
damages against every paper that did 
more than to publish the fact that they 
had been arrested on a certain charge. 
We do not believe that a California leg- 
ialsture ever intended to enact a law 
that conld have encfa an effect. It is un- 
believable that any body of law makers 
would desire thus to restrict and hamper 
the press. But the supreme court says 
that, with or without intent, a legisla- 
ture has done this thing. Very well, 
then; the thing that a legislature did in 
ignoiance or neglect, another and more 
wise legislature must remedy. 


We feel that it ia impossible to over- 


emphasize the importance to the people 
of a just and reasonable law of libel. A 
free and untratnmeled press stands be- 
tween the public and scheming, acoun- 
drelism and oppression. The people 
have not He. equal ae a safeguard. It 
must be maintained at whatever haz- 
ard. Tberefihould be no influence left on 
used to secure an amendment and a bet- 
terment of this pernicious libel law by 
the next legislature.

people who are the largest consumers of 
that product can afford to pay prices 
that are in keeping with the existing 
standard of American wages, and no 
hardship upon the poor can be inflicted 
by a protective duty upon that class of 
foreign imports. There may be a few 
people in this country who are still 
clinging to the theory that it ie an in- 
alienable right to buy everything in tbe 
cheapest market, but the vast majority 
who are by the operation of this blight- 
ng policy deprived of the means to buy 
n any market, are ready to declare in 
avor of the principle of maintaining 
mme industry against destructive for- 
eign competition from whatever source 
t may come.

H. GUman 
againet the Sacramento Bet U of interest 
to every publisher of a newspaper in 
California. It is more than that; it U 
of interest to every citizen. The utmost 
safeguard of the public is found in a 
rightfully free and nntrammeled press, 
and the existence of such a press is en- 
dangered by the decision. The circum- 
stances of the case are as follows; 


In August, isy?, a criminal action for 


rape was brought against Oilman, who 
was a Sacramento merchant, tbe com- 
plaining witness being one Mrs. Truitt. 
In connection with tbe complaint, the 
Bn published the woman's statement 
to the chief of police, as well as the 
statement of the de!°ndant. Gil man 
was held to answer by a justice of the 
peace, but afterwards a superior judge 
released him on habeas corpus proceed- 
ings. He then brought a libel suit 
against the life for $50,000 damages, 
Atter hearing the evidence Judge Catlin 
allowed him $500 damages. The See 
appealed to the supreme court, and Jus- 
tices Henebaw, Temple and McFarland, 
in department, affirmed Judge CatHn'a 
decision, deciding that the paper might 
lawfully have published the complaint 
in the case, but should not have pub- 
lished the woman's story. The com- 
plaint charged rape, and the woman in 
her oral statement alleged nothing but 
an attempt at that crime. Soj under 
the supreme court decision, a newspaper 
may safely charge a person w»th the 
most heinous of offenses, if it does it in 
a certain way, but if it mod idee the 
charge by adopting another way, the 
modified charge ia libeloua. From the 
department decision the Bee appealed 
to the supreme court in bank, and by 
that tribunal it was refused a rehearing. 


Thus ia given a brief history of the 


caae. In the REPUBLICAN'S opinion the 
decision is one of the most dangerous 
that has been rendered by tbe supreme 
court in many a day. Presumably, as 
an exposition of law it is sound, hut in 
that event the law needa alternation, 
for it is a very poor article. In any case 
it practically forbids a paper to publish 
tbe news, although such a publication 
may be of great moment to the public. 
It says to a publisher: No matter how 
badly a scoundrel may appear to need 
advertising, if you follow him into a 
court of law you must go no further than 
legal verbiage goes or you do it at your 
peril. 


Look at the position in which it places 


a publisher: Suppose that a series of 
most heinous offences had been commit- 
ted in Free no, that the public was most 
deeply interested to know who was the 
perpetrator, that a series of circum- 
stances led up to a certain man, and, 
finally, that that man had been arrest- 
ed. . Such cases are not uncommon.' 
Jnder 
the

the fact that the man had been 
arrested and it could also publish the 
complaint, hut if it published any ex- 
traneous matter it would be libelons. 
It could not narrate the circumstances 
pointing to the man's guilt, or presumed 
to so point, although this might be the 
greatest kindness that could be done to 
the defendant, [or, if it did, it might 
bave to pay dearly for the privilege. In 
brief, it could not safely give the news, 
no matter. how Important such" never 
might be to the public. 


• Of-course a'good newspaper would' 
publish the newa if it felt it should be 
published, notwithstanding the- fact' 
that it was liable to be mulcted in dam- 
ages for doing, ao, but not the leas would 
it be an outrage that such a possibility 
lay behind the simple doing of its duty. 
And if some newspapers would not be 
deterred from doing their duty by the 
contemplation of such a law, then would 
newspapers differ from human institu- 
tions, which they do not happen to do. 


What the supreme court says is law 


may safely be considered law, unless and 
until tbe court reverses its decision. 
Thie being tbe case, the publishers and 
the people of California should combine 
to secure s radical amendment of the 
present law of libel, to tbe end that un- 
just and unreasonable restrictions may 
be taken from the press, in whose 
proper freedom has been, and still ia, 
one of the greatest safeguards of popular 
liberty.

CAPE TOWN, April 24.—Telegraphic 


communication with Buluwayo was re- 
opened for a time today. The news is 
somewhat conflicting, but the main fact 
seems well established that a British 
sortie in force encountered a large num- 
ber of Matabelea, were at one time in 
danger of annihilation and finally re- 
treated. 


The official version of the sprtie saye 


that the British force ahottly after mid- 
night waa quietly called to "arms and 
without apparently alarming the native 
part of tbe town, a force of about 300 
men, under Captains Napier.and Bun- 
can, with one maxim gun and with a 
Hotchkisa quick firing gun, mustered 
outside the barbed wire defencea, ware 
served with a ration of rum and saddled 
up for a slash at the enemy's lines. 
Swords and all clattering accoutrements 
were deadened with cloth and the feet 
of the horses' composing the advance 
guard were "bagged" (hoofa covered 
with strong caching). 


Owing to the precautions it was neces- 


sary to take, there waa considerable de- 
lay in getting off and the first streaks of 
gray on the horizon could be seen when 
the column arrived within striking dis- 
tance, of the enemy. The latter were 
quietly camped behind their stone- 
topped earth works, about, four milea 
from Buluwayo. .But, contrary to ex- 
pectations, tha Matabelea had thrown 
Diit pickets, which, although surprised 
by the advance guard, raised the alarm. 
This was no sooner done than tbe troop- 
ers in advance charged and ehot down 
many of the fleeing natives. 


This was the signal for the advance of 


the main body of the troopers, and they 
galloped forward in fine style to the 
rapport of tneir comrades. Unluckil 
or the plane of Captains Napier ani_ 
Duncan, by Una time it was getting 
quite light, and tho Matabeles had 
sprung to arms al] along the line. As 
:he Britiah advanced they were received 
by a scattering rifle fire irom behind the 
earthworks, but tbo advance guard 
charged right up to the mounds and 
apurred their horsea over them in sev- 
eral places. Then followed a setback 
for 
the 
troopers. 
The 
Matabeles 


charged in force and drove the advance 
;uard back, and being met by the main 
>ody of the Buluwayo force, firo waa 
>pened at about 100 yards on the Mata- 
rele position. This waa kept up until 
broad daylight, when the advance waa 
ordered iu view of the fact .that too 
much ammunition was being wasted. 


Up to this time the lose on either aide 


lad not been heavy "although the Mata- 
beles had by far the worst of it, espe- 
cially when the maxim and Hotchkiaa 
guns were brought into play to cover the 
retreat of the advance guard. 


Just previous to the advance on the 


Matabele position tbe. two rapid-fire 
gnna wsre again set to work, and for 
about a quarter of an huur they were 
made to sweep the Matabele position in 
front of tbe British force. 


When the right moment aeemed to ar- 


rive, the charge waa ordered and there 
was a prolonged period of sharp fight- 
ing Bt close quarters. Pistols, rifles, 
ahotguns, war clubs, apeara and knives . 
clashed prettily.'the music of the rapid 
fire guns sent to the rear lor fear of their 
being captured, having ceased. 


Gradually the Matabeles pressed on- 


ward by sheer force of numbers, almost 
surrounded the Britiah, who, to avoid 
being encircled, retreated, fighting foot 
by foot, but being driven steadily oack- 
ward. One squad, fora time, was quite 
cutoff and only extricated itaelf by a 
brilliant, charge through the Matabeles. 
Eventually the Britiah were very hard 
pressed and gave ground faat; then 
rallied by Napier anrl Duncan, they 
again assumed the offensive and drove 
back the swarms of natives under a well 
directed fire. Then it waa the turn of 
the Mataboles to give ground, and as 
squared off troopers charged with a 
ringing cheer, threw them into confu- 
sion, and the Britiah were apparantly 
jetting tho upper hand and elowly forc- 
ing the enemy backward, when suddenly 
the retreat was ordered and the Britiah 
retreated toward 
Bulnwayo, which 


place they reached considerable the 
worae for wear. 


Much heroiam was displayed by indi- 


vidual British troopera and volunteers 
n rescuing their wounded comrades. 
One trooper « said to have charged 
ilone close up to the Matabele works, to 
lave picked up a wounded friend, 
dragged him upon hia saddle and re- 
rented after emptying tho magazine of 
hia rifle at the enemy. Another trooper 
tood over a fallen comrade and with 
he stock of hia riffe, beat off tho natives 
until both he and hia friend were res- 
ued by a charge of their comrades. 
Tho losa of the enemy is said to have 


seen very great. No correct estimate 
ould be made. The reports place the 
number of Matabelea killed at between 
OOand 1000. The loss of the British is 
ot stated, but it is believed toberaoro 
evere than the commanders of Bulu- 
wayo are willing to admit. 


The unofficial account of the eortie 
lacea matters in a somewhat different 
gut. It eaya there was a good deal of 
nneeeeaury delay in getting the troop- 
's away Irom Buluwayo sod that it waa 
moetdaylight when they started, con- 
'quentiy when they encountered the 
latabeles they found the latter fully 
repared to receive them. There was 
eterniined fighting OP both aidea at 
oee range and the Rritiah, when al- 


moatfmrronnded, retreated fighting stub- 
bornly with the loea of many killed and 
woundod 


In brief thn sortie was B failure, a da- 


fpat for the British; and what is worao, 
under the circumstances, there waa an 
expenditure of much of the- email stock 


of ammunition remaining at Buluwayo. 
The Matabeles are believed to be flushed 
with victory. They have driven back 
into Buluwayo a strong force, about half 
the garrison of tb&t place, and though 
they suffered severely, the loaa in prest- 
ige and ammunition to the British is 
mnch more severe. 
F. 0. Seloae, the explorer, with a 


party ot fifty troopera was laet reported 
on his way to Magwe to complete the 
repairs of the telegrapn line at Fig 
Tree, and protect the line as far as pos- 
sible from marauding bands of Mata- 
belea. 


The rinderpest is still making terrific 


ravages in llechunaland, where the na- 
tivea are killing "what remains of their 
herds in order to provide supplies with 
which to sustain themselves, A famine 
la in prospect, as the herds are, in one 
way or another, being wiped out of EX* 
istonco. To mako matters worse, the 
plague is attacking the sheep and goats. 


Politically there seems to be a slight 


change for the better, due, no doubt, to 
the influence of Berlin. It is rumored 
that tbe members of the reform com- 
mittee are to be leniently dealt with 
on condition that they plead guilty of 
conspiring against the 'government of 
Pretoria, and it is added that the "re- 
formers" are only too glad to escape at 
any cost from the tight fix in which 
they find themselves. 


The chances of President Kruger vis- 
iting England, it is also said, have Im- 
proved during the past few days. 


The news which has reached here 


from England that reinforcements of 
British troops are to be hurried to the 
Cape has given great satisfaction to the 
British portion of the population and 
may have a good effect in other quar- 
ters, 


Further particulars received from 
Buluwayo, in regard to the sortie, show 
that when tbe Matabele main body was 
first made out about four miles west of 
Bulnwayo, the enemy occupied a ridge 
on top of which were the earthworks 
and stone parapets, and were prepared 
to receive the British force. Conse- 
quently a slight detour was made so as 
to bring the column slightly north of 
Buluwayo. The enemy were found to 
be hovering four miles off, in well se- 
lected positions on the north bank of 
the TJmrauraza river. 


After fierce fighting the natives drove 


the British back and down the bank. 
Crossing tho river in retreat, F..O. 
Seloua had a narrow escape. His horse 
waa killed in mid stream and be became 
entangled, in the stirrups. When he 
extricated himself he was half drowned 
and wonld have sunk had it not been 
for Lieutenant Windley, who awam his 
horse out into the middle u! the river in 
the face of the fire of the enemy, rescued 
Scions and reached the left bank with- 
out injury. 


When the British rallied and drove 


back the Matabelee, they were engaged 
with only a portion of the Matabele 
force and as soon, aa the enemy swarmed 
over the ridge in large numbers, they 
almost surrounded the Uritiah. and the 
latter wore compelled to retreat. 
It is now said that both the Hotch- 


kisa and the maxim rapid-fire gong 
worked badly, and that they were only 
used for a comparatively short time, aa 
the mechanism jammed repeatedly. 


Ni correct estimate of the killed or 


wounded haa yet been received, the 
ouly statement made on the subject 
being that of the official report, which 
says that the British loss was very 
slight, and that the Matabeles lost 
very heavily. The- opinion is pain ing 
that the British suffered a bad defeat, 
and that the Matabele IOEB waa not eo 
greatasat first rumored.

ion lor a final vote tomorrow immedi- 
ately after tbe reading of tbe journal. 


Mr. Crisp, Democrat of Georgia, char- 


acterized the rule as a remarkable one. 
He said it pretended to do one thing, 
but did another, as only each amend- 
ments aa were adopted in committee 
could be voted on. The practical conse- 
quence of the adoption of this rule 
would be to force the honae to vote on 
the bill without amendment. 


Mr. Dingley, Republican of Maine,

siPi-LE CHEEK, Colo., April 23.—An 


angry courtesan threw a lamp at her 
lover at 1 o'clock today and a million 
dollars worth of property was destroyed 
in three hours. The lamp bit the stove, 
Igniting the oil and setting fire to the 
furniture. In a few minutes the build- 
ing was in flames. Thia was Uouch'a 
dance hall on Myers avenue, near Third. 
fn a very short time the adjoining 
buildings had caught, despite the efforts 
of tbe fire department. It soon became 
evident that the conflagration waa to be 
a big one, but 110 one though it would 
reach auch an area. 


The danger of a big conflagration 


waa not perceived and it waa thought 
hat the firemen, whom were early on 
he scene, would have tho flamea under 
control in a very few minutes. But in 
a snort time the fire had spread to the 
adjoining buildings and a brisk wind 
sprang up. Then it was conceded by all 
that at least a half dozen buildings near 
he corner of Myers and Third streets 
;onld go, and the occupants began to 
nove out. But many had waited too 
ong and were unable to get to their 
;ooda. Some barely escaped with their 
ives, several women being dangerously 
turned. 
Every minute added fury to the flames, 


and when the lire had spread several 
doors on either side, the danger to tho 
ity was observed, but no one could real- 
ZD how great the damage would be. 
"he heat became BO intense that build- 
ngs on the south side of Myers street 
rook fire. Then it was that tha occu- 
tantB of stores and offices saw the true 
langer and began to mako preparations 
,o save their possessions. Every wagon 
in town was pressed into service, and 
goods were hauled away. Not a tenth 
tart of the goods wero saved. By the 
ime the poatoftice had caught, it be- 
anie evident that the only way to stop 
he progress of the fire was to blow up 
juildinga with dynamite. This was 
lone under the supervision of the fire- 
neu and & number of buildings had to 
)e sacrificed before tbe.fire had reached 
hem. An accident occurred which coat 
a fireman bis leg. He waa placing a big 
barge under tbe Sisters' hospital, when 
t exploded, blowing his leg off. 
The fire started at 1 o'clock and by 4 


o'clock it had demolished the blocks be- 
ween Third aud Fifth on Myers, be- 
ween Third and Fifth nn Bennett, stop* 
ling just this side of the new Midland 
lepot and warehouse, between Third

The following letter from Professor 


Arthur P. Hayne of the University of 
California is self explanatory : 


T. E. LANGLV, ESQ., Freeno, Cal.— 


Dear Sir:— I have juat had a visit from 
Hubert Dyer, repreaentative of Cutting 
Fruit Packing Co. He has just returned 
from a tour of inspection in Fresno 
county. Hia reports, taken with those 
1 have received from other sources, as 
wall as B&mplea of vinea sent, conBrma 
me in thinking that there are many 
casea of neglect that will prove disastr- 
ous if not promptly attended to. I tele- 
graphed to several parties immediately 
after the froet advieing that they atouce 
cut away all the frozen parts of the vine. 
This I requested to be published by the 
local papers. I have not heatd if it waa 
done, but from what 1 hear I fear that 
but few have followed the advice. Tell 
all your friends that it ia the universal 
practice in all vine growing countries 
where froat occurs to cat away the frost- 
bitten parts of the vine immediately 
after the frost. 


If thia ia not done you will find that 


the sour sap in the frost-bitten part of 
the vine will "work back" and in many 
cases enter the old wood. Not only is 
far more of the young growth lost out- 
right, but the vine takes far longer to 
begin throwing out new growth from 
which you are to get tho second crop. 
In caee the sour sap has penetrated into 
the old wood promptly cut that part 
affected away. Though it may seem 
late to begin to prune a week after the 
froet, yet 1 can assure you that it is 
well worth the while. One of tlie boat 
reaaona for immediate pruning is to se- 
cure prompt starting ot the new growth 
and thus prevent tha harvest from be- 
ing too late, and especially to secure for 
next year the proper wood to insure a 
;ood crop. I really think that few have 
thus far realized the full extent of the 
damage. For if the froat itself did a cer- 
tain amount of damage at the time, the

Until there is a change in freight 
charges thia is about the extent ihe 
Freano cannery will ba prepared to 
handle tomatoes. When lower freights 
are reached, Fresno can supply toma- 
toes for tbe coast.

Hundred Thouaand club met last even- 
ing in the city hall, President Liaenby 
in the chair.

The Board of Education Considers 


That the Matter Needs Care- 


ful Eiamiuatioii.

There waa a meeting of the City Board 


of Education last evening in the office 
of George E. Church. The only matter 
of business before the board was the re- 
port of C. K. Kirby, expert appointed to 
examine the new high school building 
with a view of aBeertaiuing whether it 
had been constructed in aceordonea 
with the plans and specifications. The 
giving way of an arch seme time ago 
and the consequent discovery that ooe 
of the walls supporting the arch had 
not been built according to plans and 
specification!, had led to the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Kirby as an expert. 


His report last night was not eatis- 


'actory to the board. He had not taken 
sufficient time to enable him to give de- 
tails, aud the board decided to meet 
again tomorrow evening to take what 
;tirther action might aeem necessary. 


The snbatanee of Mr. Kirby'a report 


was that he found the foundations and 
lasement good; Beveu-eighthe of the 
bricks of the first story were good; two- 
thirds of the bricks in the second atory 
were good. Some portions of the walla 
were not aa good aa the specifications 
called for. The most serioaa defect waa 
n the roof. There are not enough 
raftare. 


These matters are somewhat vaguely 


set forth, owing to a lacs of time on Mr. 
tirby'e part, aud if the board decides 
;hat. a more complete investigation 
should bo made, it will BO order.

The encampment of the Seventh Day 


Adventista, on TJ street between Tnlare 
and ilaripoea, haa not thus far been 
overwhelmed with visitors, bat the Ad- 
ventista themselves have paid no regard 
whatever to wind or ram. They are 
not fair-weather Christians, and the 
trenches dug around uhe tents 'show 
that they have learned from experience 
how to keep the floor dry iu tbe rainy 


lason. 
All told there are over 200 men, wo- 


men and children ia the camp, which 
consists of about eixtr tents beaidea the 
big central pavilion, and the smaller 
pavilions in which [Sabbath school and 
other meetings are held. 


Elder McClure, who is in charge, says 


that tbe health of the occupants of the 
tents ia perfect. The sanitary arrange- 
ments are under the supervision of Dr. 
and lira. Hare, who are members of the 
organization. 


Four elders are here from Oakland 


and one from LOB Augelea. The en- 
campment represents the entire district 
of Central California, and the worship- 
ers are from all the counties between 
San Joaquin and Kern. Services are 
held daily at 10.30 a.m., 2.30 p.m. and 
.30 p.m. In addition to these there 
are Sabbath school eervicea, temperance 
meetings, mothers' meetings, prayer 
meetings and ao on. 


The last district meeting was held at 


Hanford. The place of the next has 
not yet beeti fixed, but will be in one of 
the adjacent valley conntiea. The dis- 
trict is part of the California conference, 
which takes in Nevada, and of which 
Elder McClure is president. 


The camp stands on comparatively 


high ground BO that visitors need have 
no fear of getting wet feet. The floor of 
the pavilion is covered daily with clean 
straw, and there is room for an audience 
of 300 or 400 people. Owing to the roof 
of the pavilion having partJy collapsed 
as the reenlt of the atorm, the services 
yesterday morning were held in the Ad- 
yentifitfl church, but the pavilion'will he 
in perfect trim today.

The report of the credential committee 


was adopted withont objection! after 
which tbe report of the committee on 
permanent organization was adopted. 


The next in order was the following 


report of the committee on platform and 
resolutions: 


"We, the representatives of the Re- 


publican voters of Fresno county, in 
convention assembled, do now and here 
reaffirm onr allegiance to the Republican 
party and onr devotion to the principles, 
which, embodied in legislation, for HO 
many years gave proa peri ty to the 
country. We denounce the Democratic 
administration of Grover Cleveland for 
its unwise, un-American and destructive 
policy. He has allowed a tariff bill to 
become a taw which he had the consti- 
tutional power to defeat, which he him- 
aelf denounced as diahoneet and a fraud, 
and which, decreasing our exports and 
increasing onr imports, hampers our in- 
dustries and bas brought distress upon 
our people.

Ho i& a stanch Republican and 
ia considerably put out over the an- 
nouncement that he ia a Populist. 


Some Doubtful Democratic 


Prospects.

AX FRASCISCO, April 2-1.—The local 


Republicans are tilling so much space 
in the newspapers and aba re ao full; in 
the elated confidence which inspires the 
party throughout the country that one 
might easily be led to take it for granted 
that the Democracy is without hope and 
disposed to let everything elide. Such, 
though, is not the Damocraic Btate o! 
mind. Yesterday I asked Gavin Mc- 
Xab about the projects and prospects of 
the party. As he ia tbe head-center of 
the Junta he may fairly be ranked aa 
the foremost Democrat ia San Francisco, 
and the foremost Democrat in Ban Fran- 
Cisco is entitled to speak foi the Democ- 
racy of California if anybody is. 


"Nationally," said Mr. McNab, "tho 


outlook for the party is not bracing, I 
must admit, but things are mending 
and there ia no telling what the Repub- 
licans may uot do to help us. The 
declaration of the Democrats of Massa- 
chuaetts and Rhode Island for Governor 
Russell the other day ia a good sign. 
Russell ia a strong man who has twice 
been governor of Republican Masaachu- 
EDtta. Pattison? Well, Pattiaon spoiled 
himself by running for mayor of Phila- 
delphia and getting the life knocked out 
of him. That makea him stale, and a 
reformer can't afford to get atale, or if 
he can a party can't afford to take him 
up."The monetary issue ia scaring both 
the parties, and the Republicans are 
getting ready to dodge it by raising thia 
war for McKinley and more protection. 
They will have to face it, however, and 
ao will we. Russell is a straight-out 
gold man and therefore all right for 
Eastern votes, however it may be out 
this way. The Democracy can't elect a 
President without the thirty-Bix elec- 
toral votes of New York, which is more 
votes than all the distinctively silver 
stales of the West combined possess. I 
think the Republican tendency will be 
to placate the gold men and the Demo- 
cratic to go as far aa ia safe to please the 
ailver men." 


Mr. McNab ia not a silverite himself 


but be is uot in the habit, as a politi- 
cian, of letting his inclination interfere 
with his judgment, "According to iny 
observation," he said, "there la a pre- 
ponderance of silver sentiment in the 
Democratic party of California. 
But 


the difference of opinion on the question 
hasn't made any bad blood ao far. The 
atate convention, I think, will send to 
Chicago a mixed delegation, half for 
silver', half for gold, and leave them to 
do the beat they can in the national 
convention. 


'We haven't any reason to be afraid 


of the McKiuley enthusiasm to the ex- 
tent that it involves the tariff issue. 
We have met and beaten the opposition 
on that before. On the financial ques- 
tion the Republicans are divided as well 
as we. The serious trouble with the 
Jlemocrata is that.the party everywhere 
is more or lesa diegruntled. Right or 
wrong, it is dissatisfied with the admin- 
istration and the last Democratic con 
gross. 
If the Republicans elect the 


President it will be because Democrats 
help them to do it by .staying away 
from the polls. The party lacks cohesion 
and order, and a party that expects a 
beating ia pretty aure to.get one." 


Aa to the proposal that in this atate 


there shall be a fusion between the Dem* 
ocrats and Populists for the election of 
congressmen, McNab spoke approv- 
ingly: "I haven't diaciisfled the thing 
with anybody of consequence yet and 
don't know that it amounts to more 
than a suggestion thrown out to an in- 
terviewer by Max Popper, bat it's a 
good idea. The Democrats of California 
have ono issue, a home ieaue, on which 
they are united, and that's the railroad. 
The Populists are with us on that, as 
was shown by the .election of Governor 
Budd. There'a no reason, then, why 
we shouldn't join as against the Repub- 
licans, who are in the minority iu the 
atate. My notion is that the Populism 
flhonld make no nominations in possible 
Democratic districts and that the Demo- 
crats should make none where the Popu- 
lists are stronir. In that way we'd get 
in aome anti-corporation men anyway. 


''And speaking of congressmen and 


the corporations, we've got a now rod 
in pickle. Sutro ia to be asked to take 
a nomination in the Fifth district from 
the Democrats and Populista. Loud, 
who now represents it, got iu uy a 
plurality last time. It is composed of 
isrt of San FranscJco together with 
Janta Clara and San Mateo counties. It 
has a normal Republican majority of 
about 2000, but Sutro could carry it 
easily. He is tired of being mayor and 
won't accept a renominatiou, but we 
hope that he' will consent to go to con- 
gress for a change. No, the old .gentle- 
man has lost none of hia popularity with 
the masses. Of course he Is peculiar 
and overworks the Octopua, but that 
doesn't hurt him any. He stands con- 
spicuously for tbe Californian Demo- 
cratic anti-railroad issue and we ought 
to send him to Washington to represent 
it there. 
."It would be a dose for Hun ting ton, 


but we don't eiiat to please Huntington. 
In fact the more we can do to displease 
him the better satisfied we ought to be. 
The Southern Pacific is trying, as usual, 
to take a hand in our party affairs here 
and I've served notice on Brother Her- 
rin to stop it. If he doesn't I mean to 
get up on tbe platform at the state con- 
vention and draw a truthful portrait of 
that gentleman. He needs more public 
attention than he's getting, and I'll give 
it to him if be does not confine his ener- 
gies to Republican politics. Mr. Her- 
rin, as head of the Southern Pacific's 
law department, is trying to occupy a 
silk position iu this community, and he 
ia doing aow'a ear work politically. To 
roast Herrin may become a high Demo- 
cratic duty, as well us a personal pleas- 
ure." 


The determination of Snlro to have 


no more to do with the mayoralily has 
disarranged long settled Democratic 
plans. The old war-horses are trotting 
to the front privately and offering them- 
selves in his place, but I should judge 
from my talks with McNab and other 
local leaders that James D. Phelan haa 
the best present chance for the nomina- 
tion. He ia young, rich and so am- 
bitioaa that be would be likely to per- 
fer making a record to obliging the pow- 
ers that apoil men's popularity. Mr? 
Phelan IB a rather interesting 'person. 
While not of dazzling intellect he has a 
creditable desire to be something more 
than the embodied expression of an in- 
herited bank account. As a member of 
the Bohemian Club he has touched 
elbowa with art and letters, anri be likes 
to concern himself with both, ilia purse 
has been opened to the art association, 
and he ia fond of writing papers and 
making addressee on educational and 
esthetic themes. During his travels he 
bas looked into municipal government 
on both aides of the ocean. He is a cob 
lege man and possesses the political in- 
stinct of hia Irish blood. Plieluii, in 
short, ia a good deal of a man, and n 
man of the sort that cannot often bo 
lured into risking the hard usage of pub 
lie life. He is amiable, intelligent and 
courageous, and not moan with hia 
money. Of conrae tbe A.P.A. would 


rii« in Timth ftgtiiut him, lor be i* » 
goad C*tholic, bat aa unult of,that 
Kind would bring over to Phelu'e help 
tbe great body of Americans who have 
a MFasnasce a£sic;tb!£9trrof any eort. 
"Youna Phelan," e&id an appreciative 
Democratic statesman, '' would run 
almost aa well aa Sutro. He'e a Native 
Son, and the leaet objectionable Native 
Son that I know. He'a sot some fore* 
head and doesn't wear football hair."

"Tbe Democrats," eaid a Republican 


of importance, who asked me not to use 
hi* name, out of consideration for the 
torn condition of the party locally and 
the enmities that a Republican at prea- 
eut rauet awaken by saying anything 
decided, "The Democrats have no more 
show in this state thau they will have 
in the nation next November. They 
know they're in for H licking and can't 
help ehovfiug it. We've tot them on 
the tariff becauee of the hard times, and 
on finance; they are as badly mixed as 
ourselves. If they try a fusion here on 
congressmen tbe rank and die of their 
party, and of the Populists, too, will re- 
fuse to obey orders. At our state con- 
vention we will declare strongly for ail- 
ver. The last state convention did so, 
and we couldn't decently go back on 
that declaration, even if we wanted to, 
which we don't. 


"So far aa San Francisco ia concerned 


moet of the friction is only apparent. 
There are a good many men behind the 
Mahoney-Kelly delegates who don't care 
to show themselves, but the whole 
motive of that demonstration is to annoy 
John D. Spreckols and badger him into 
taking them into camp. The state con- 
vention will seat the Spreckela delega- 
tion; you needn't have any doubt ou 
that head. The Republican party of 
California is pretty strong, but its not 
strong enough to be able to afford to 
slap John D~. Spreckela in the face. He'a 
a power. And in this town he's impreg- 
nably intrenched. County Clerk Curry 
haa 72 places, and the office belongs to 
Sprockets. That gives him secure con- 
trol of the couuty committee. 


"The only trouble with the General is 


that if you about at him you scare him, 
There isn't any reason why a man of his 
wealth should be in politics except to do 
good, and yet he's gone and given a 
whole lot of power to such cattle as Phil 
Orimmlna and Jack Martin because he's 
frightened|at the thought of 'the push' 
being against him. With his money and 
the Callt which i9 a whole brass hand in 
itself, and the Shortridgea, who're equal 
'to a brace of calliopes, be is in a position 
to snap bio fingers at all tho toughs in 
San Francisco. 


"We're about unanimous for McKin- 


ley here, and tbe state convention will 
be for him overwhelmingly. But Sprock- 
ets is under engagement to Clarkaon to 
do what he can for Allison. AH a con- 
cession to Spreckela we'll probably send 
an unpledged McKinloy delegation to 
the national convention. 


"The -Democrats will have a show to 


elect one concresaman this fall, and 
that's Maguire. The rest will ba all 
oura. Tn the city we'll have to face the 
music. San Francisco is Democratic, 
and if the party has really got rid of 
Buckley and can turn down Rainey and 
Daggett, and puta up a good ticket, 
we'll he lucky to get anything. But 
we'll make a hard fight, and the fact 
that it is a Republican year from Main, 
to California will help ua." 


Tbe Democratic party lost one of ita 


very best leaders in Denia Spencer, who 
died here the other day. I doubt if 
there ia another politician in all Califor- 
nia whose going would give eo many 
men a pang of Borrow. Spencer was a 
lovable fellow, frank, hearty and hon- 
eat to the core. A man whom every- 
body likes usually doesn't deserve any- 
body's affection, but Spencer made an 
exception. He was a strong character, 
stood to his gruna always, and sacrificed 
hia material interests to hia convictions, 
with which his feelings were wound up. 
Quick of temper, Impetuous, scorning 
evasion and every meanness, bia nature 
wan ad transparent aa his mind was 
honorable and his heart warm. He 
served his party enthusiastically, and it 
ought to have done more for him than it 
did. Spencer died poor; of conrae, so 
poor that bia family ia left without ade- 
quate provision. A fine thing waa told 
me today. Governor Bndd ia to be 
asked to give the position of attorney to 
the board of health, which Spencer 
held, to some one who will turn the sal- 
ary over to the widow. Thetfine thing 
is that a number of prominent lawyers 
are eager to take the place for this pur- 
pose. The dead man Was not a success 
as a maker of money but he made 
friends without trying, aud there isn't 
a millionaire iu town who hasn't reason 
to envy what poor Spencer bas left aa 
hia only acquisition, the reapec*. and 
warm liking of every one who kuew 
him. He waa a great man. 


The Congregational clergy and dea- 


cons who at their conference on Tuea- 
day laat snapfinded Dr. Brown from the 
ministry until he shall perform the 
miracle of scraping the dirt from his 
reputation, confounded the enemies of 
the faith. The majority, by which the 
good man was done—49 to 32—isn't very 
imposing, but it is enough to remove a 
reproach that was hurting all the 
.churches deeply. A reprobate of my 
acquaintance has come to me with this 
view: 
. "I waa in hope that they would give 
Brown another coat of whitewash and 
let him stay in the pulpit. That would 
have been an indorsement which would 
have made his guilt the guilt of the 
whole denomination, and reflected «ome 
of il on all the sects. The churches 
have loet their intellectual e tan ding, 
which accounts for the empty pews 
there's such a constant mourning over, 
aud if they can be deprived of their 
pretense to superior morality tbere'd 
be nothing left of them for anybody to 
respect, and that, to my notion, would 
be a good thing for the world. Brown 
has been a bonanza for ns free-thinkers, 
and we wanted him kept up there in 
the pulpit as a bright and shining and 
representative light. He waa a hoodoo 
of the firat magnitude on the brethren, 
and I prayed they'd notabandonhim in 
the hour of persecution, as they've 
baeely done. All we can say now is 
that, they didn't in the interest of de- 
cency nntil the press and outaide op'm- 
ion'in general forced them to it.- It's a 
.pretty good card, but not a trump, of 
course." 


Brown's church can keep him? if it 


chooses iu spite of the blasting judg- 
ment of the conference, and he an- 
nounces hia willingness to stay on those 
terms. Probably he haa in his deacona 
aud fetnale followers a party that'will 
bo strong enough to maintain him in 
his place for a while. But he will have 
to go before long.a Nobody believes in 
his innocence. 
The council which 


whitewashed him now confesses that it 
did not—indeed it was remorseful and 
ashamed whitewaahera who led the bat- 
tle against him in the conference. The 
deacona know the truth about liitn. 
And so do the unpleasant women who 
form his bodyguard. His attraction for 
them ia not his purity. It ia a pity that 
the law cannot reach Brown ami jail 
him. He is eo impudent, so thorough a 
blackguard that one's, sense of the fit- 
neea Of things is jarred bv his being at 
largi.

• were purchased abont two months ago 
byT.G. Hart, Dick Hedinger, W. H.
